Meet your new council... 



LYME Regis residents will not go to the 
polls to elect a new town council next 
month, as only 10 candidates have put 
their names forward for 14 seats. 

Those standing again include existing councillors 
and former mayors Michaela Ellis, Owen Lovell 
and Stan Williams; his daughter, deputy mayor and 
chairman of the Planning & Highways Committee, 
Anita Williams; and newest council member 
Cheryl Reynolds. 

There will also be several new faces, including 
John Broom, son of four-times Mayor of Lyme 
Regis, the late Henry Broom; former dog warden 
and current macebearer, Derek Hallett; Lyme 
Regis Brewery shop manager and former district 
councillor and fire station officer, Pat Hicks; and 
Sean Larcombe, who runs his own cleaning com¬ 
pany in Lyme Bay. 

Current district and county councillor Daryl 
Turner, who resigned from the town council last 
year after being reprimanded for alleged “aggres- 
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sive” behaviour toward a member of staff, has also 
put himself forward. 

The ten candidates will automatically be elected 
and will form the new council following the local 
elections on May 7th. They may choose to co-opt 
four additional members to fill the vacant seats, al¬ 


though some have said they would be open to re¬ 
ducing numbers permanently to 10 or 12. 

Nine members of the existing council will stand 
down, including six-times mayor and current Lirst 
Citizen, Councillor Sally Holman who, when 
chairing her final annual town meeting on Lriday, 
said she had never intended to stand for more than 
four years and was hoping to spend more time with 
her family and sailing. 

Chairman of the influential Strategy & Policy 
Committee, Councillor Mark Gage, who was 
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elected in 2011, will also stand down, along with 
Rikey Austin, Ann Bradbury, Lucy Campbell, 
Chris Clipson, Lorna Jenkin, Terry O’Grady and 
George Symonds. Councillor Symonds will, how¬ 
ever, be standing for re-election as a district coun¬ 
cillor.

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Police release e-fit of suspect 
after woman attacked in car 


POLICE in Lynne Regis are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses and anyone with information to come 
forward after a woman was assaulted in her 
car, with an e-fit image of the suspect now hav¬ 
ing been released (pictured). 

The incident, in which a 33-year-old local 
woman was attacked by a man, took place just 
after 8pm on Tuesday, March 10th on the road 
known locally as "Corkscrew" between Fernhill 
and the A35. 

The man stood in the middle of the road and, 
concerned for his welfare, the victim slowed 
down and unwound her window. Without 
warning, he reached into the car and grabbed 
her face. 

The victim, who sustained scratches to her 
face, pushed him away and drove off. 

The offender is described as white, of slim 
build, in his 20s, clean shaven with short, blond 
hair, wearing a black hooded top and he had a 
broad local accent. He was not known to the 
victim. 

peso Luke White said: "We now have an e-fit 



image of the suspect available for distribution. 
I am keen to hear from anyone who thinks 
they may know who this man is to contact 
Dorset Police, in confidence, on 101." 

No arrests have been made. 


Plans for affordable houses 
recommended for refusal 


LYME Regis Community Land Trust’s 
plans for 15 affordable houses off Timber 
Hill have been recommended for refusal 
by district council officers. 

In her report to West Dorset’s Development Con¬ 
trol Committee, to meet tomorrow (Thursday), 
planning officer Debbie Redding raised concerns 
regarding the development’s position in a “sensi¬ 
tive tract of the Area of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty (AONB)”, adding that the need for afford¬ 
able housing in the town did not outweigh other is¬ 
sues. 

Her report stated: “A major concern for officers 
on this site is the visual impact; it is considered to 
be a site which is poorly related to the built-up 
town; it is a prominent and elevated site - the de¬ 
velopment of which would be seriously harmful to 
the character of the AONB. 

“The site is also relatively remote from the town, 
and would give poor access for residents to facili¬ 
ties; there is no footway on Timber Hill - an incon¬ 
venient access due to the steepness of the hill. 


Uncontested parish elections 
but six to fight for district seats

Furthermore, it would be a significant distance to 
walk the main road route and not particularly 
pleasant due to the traffic on this route. 

“Whilst the need for affordable housing is clearly 
recognised, and the efforts of the Community Land 
Trust to locate a site have not been straightforward, 
it is regretfully considered that this site would just 
be too prominent, elevated and incongruous in the 
landscape of this sensitive tract of the AONB. The 
need for affordable housing does not outweigh the 
other issues identified, and consequently officers 
are not able to support this application.” 

The Community Land Trust, set up to provide af¬ 
fordable housing for local people, hopes to build 
15 affordable houses for rent on the site between 
Timber Hill and the A3052, near the golf club. 

The plans were recently described by town coun¬ 
cillor Mark Gage as the “only light at the end of 
the tunnel” after the council was forced to scrap its 
own plans to build affordable housing in the 
Woodmead Halls car park, as their partner housing 
association found the project to be unviable. 

Speaking at Friday’s annual town meeting, both 
Councillor Gage and the Mayor, Councillor Sally 
Holman, encouraged residents to give their support 
to the plans. 

Community Land Trust chairman Denis Yell said 
that members would be attending tomorrow’s 
meeting to support their case. 


THERE will be no parish elections in Charmouth 
or Uplyme as less candidates than seats available 
came forward in both villages. 

In Charmouth, eight people put their names for¬ 
ward for the 11 available seats, with chairman Jane 
Bremner among those to stand down. Councillor 
Bremner will also not be seeking re-election to West 
Dorset District Council. 

Others to stand down are Councillors Jane Mor¬ 
row and Chris Shirley-Smith. Those standing and 
who will automatically form the new council after 
May 7th are David Clifford, Peter Noel, Paul Oat¬ 
way, Andrew Peters, Richard Salisbury, Martin Say¬ 
ers, Ian Simpson and Phil Tritton, all of whom 
already sit on the council. 

In Uplyme, only seven people came forward for 
10 available seats. Those standing and who will au¬ 
tomatically form the new council after May 7th in¬ 
clude current chairman John Garland and 
vice-chairman John Duffin, Councillors Paulene 
Frost, Brian Mason, David Ostler, Colin Pratt and 
Andrew Turner, with no new candidates. 

Those standing down are Councillors Eric Brown 
and Gary Wellman. The council already had one va¬ 
cant seat on it following the recent death of chair-

■ SIX candidates will 
compete for two seats to 
represent Lyme Regis 
and Charmouth on West 
Dorset District Council. 

The area is currently 
represented by three 
councillors - Daryl 
Turner and George 
Symonds from Lyme, 
and Jane Bremner from 
Charmouth - but this 
will be reduced to two 
in the upcoming elec¬ 
tions. 

Councillor Bremner 
will not be seeking re- 
election, while Council¬ 
lors Turner and Symonds are both standing again 
as Conservatives. 

Other candidates are Liberal Democrat Jan Gale, 
from Charmouth; Green Party member Matthew 
Holborow, from Whitchurch Canonicorum; Steve 
Miller from Lyme Regis (no party affiliation 
listed); and Liberal Democrat Steve Trevethan, also 
from Lyme Regis. 

■ COUNCILLOR Ian Thomas will continue to 
represent Uplyme and Rousdon as East Devon dis¬ 
trict councillor for the Trinity ward, as he is unop¬ 
posed in the coming election. 

Speaking last Thursday after nominations closed. 
Conservative Councillor Thomas said: “I am hon¬ 
oured to be able to confirm that, when nominations

“I undertake to continue to represent all in Trinity 
in a fair, open and level-handed manner, and do all 
I can to ensure that we are the best informed in East 
Devon. 

“I would like to particularly thank the residents 
who proposed and supported my nomination, and 
the large number of supporters from wide personal 
political backgrounds who have so generously of¬ 
fered to give their time in my support.” 

■ FOUR candidates will run against existing MP 
Oliver Letwin for the West Dorset constituency in 
the parliamentary elections on May 7th. 

Those standing against Conservative Mr Letwin, 
from Thorncombe, are Green Party candidate Peter 
Barton, from Frampton; UKIP member David 
Glossop (address not given); Liberal Democrat Ros 
Kayes, from Bridport; and Labour candidate 
Rachel Rogers, from Weymouth. 

■ POLLING stations in Lyme Regis for both dis¬ 
trict and parliamentary elections on May 7th will 
be at the Woodmead Halls and Hallett Court on 
Queen’s Walk. Please note, St Michael’s Business 
Centre off Church Street is no longer being used as 
a polling station.

WEST Dorset residents are reminded they must 
be registered on the electoral roll if they wish to 
vote in this year's elections. 

Voters will go to the polls on May 7th to decide 
who they wish to represent them on West Dorset 
District Council and for the West Dorset con¬ 
stituency in parliament. 

The UK deadline to register to vote is Monday, 
April 20th. If voters are away or unable to get to 
their polling station on May 7th they can apply 
to vote by post. The deadline for postal vote ap¬ 
plications is 5pm on Tuesday, April 21 st. 

It is also possible to vote by proxy, where some¬ 
body will vote on your behalf. Anyone who 
wishes to vote by proxy and has not done so be¬ 
fore must be registered by 5pm on Tuesday, 
April 28th. 

Acting Returning Officer for West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council and Weymouth & Portland Borough 


Council, Matt Prosser, said:"On May 7th residents 
will have the opportunity to vote in both the par¬ 
liamentary elections and local council elections 
at the same time. If you want to have your say, 
make sure you are registered by the closing 
date." 

The count for the West Dorset parliamentary 
constituency will start at 10pm on May 7th and 
the count for West Dorset District Council and 
local town and parish councils will begin at 9am 
on Saturday, May 9th.

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Prominent botanist releases 
book on Amazon expeditions 



AFTER nearly 50 years 
since his first journey 
to the tropics explor¬ 
ing for plants, and 39 
expeditions to the 
Amazon, prominent 
botanist. Professor Sir 
Ghillean Prance, from 
Lyme Regis, has gath¬ 
ered his experiences in 
new book "That Glori¬ 
ous Forest". 

The book includes a 
fascinating and diverse 
collection of accounts 
from his trips, along 
with thoughts on a 
lifetime of work sur¬ 
veying the Amazon 
flora. 

Sir Ghillean (pic¬ 
tured) has written this book as a 
tribute to all those who have 
helped him survey the Amazon re¬ 
gion over the last five decades. Its 
main focus is on the process and 
running of expeditions, as well as 
collecting specimens. Included at 
the end of each chapter are plant 
collection numbers made on the 
expeditions described, as well as a 
list of new species discovered. 

Sir Ghillean is a specialist in a 
number of plant families, all of 
which consist of trees and vines 
widely distributed in the Amazon 
region and elsewhere. 


As a former senior vice-president 
of the New York Botanical Garden 
he was presented in 2008 with a 
gold medal by the attraction, its 
highest honour, in recognition of 
his service and ongoing dedication 
to the mission of the garden, and to 
botany and horticulture interna¬ 
tionally. Fie was also previously di¬ 
rector of the Royal Botanic Gardens 
in Kew. 

Sir Ghillean will launch "That Glo¬ 
rious Forest"at Serendip bookshop 
in Broad Street, Lyme Regis on Fri¬ 
day (April 17th) from 6pm.

AT last Friday’s annual parish meeting in Lyme 
Regis, retiring town councillor Mark Gage, 
launched a stinging attack on this newspaper and 
me in particular as its group editor. 

Having accused us of being “racist” towards in¬ 
comers, he said residents needed to make up their 
minds whether they wanted the town run by its 
elected representatives or by the editor of the local 
paper. Ouch! 

It would seem, however, that spats between the 
press and Lyme council are nothing new. 

Geoff Manley, who lives in Pooles Court and 
takes a lively interest in local affairs, as well as the 
history of the town, popped a cutting into our office 
this week from a local paper in 1909. 

It was a report on the selection of mayor and read 
like this: 

“Councillor Wiscombe, in what was evidently a 
prepared speech, delivered with some warmth, 
took exception to an account which appeared in 
this paper last week as to what transpired at a com-

mittee meeting of the whole council called to elect 
the Mayor for the ensuing year. 

“He considered this account somewhat reflected on 
his honour - or dishonour - he did not care which. He 
produced a copy of the paper and quoted the follow¬ 
ing: ‘Alderman H.O. Bickley, who, as our readers are 
well ware, is the representative of the Borough on the 
County Council, and has been Mayor on several oc¬ 
casions,was next proposed, but said that after the re¬ 
marks which had been made as to the past mayors, he 
must decline’. 

“He (Councillor Wiscombe) would put it to mem¬ 
bers themselves as to whether or not this was correct. 
Newspapers as a rule. Councillor Wiscombe went on 
to remark, had no charm for him; nor had any adverse 
criticism, or ‘buttering down the back’, any effect on 


him. He confessed to be rather ‘press-proof’. But 
would not the indulging of committee business in 
this way play havoc with committee meetings in 
future? 

“The Mayor bore out Councillor Wiscombe, say¬ 
ing the account was not true and that he was sur¬ 
prised that any member having any sense of honour 
should trot Committee business around the town. 
When the council went in to committee it was not 
because they wanted things to be private, but he 
thought it lowered a member’s sense of honour to 
make such business known outside. He hoped hat 
in future any committee meeting would be treated 
as a committee meeting and that members would 
act with a sense of honour and not talk about what 
was done. 

“Alderman Bickley concurred and expressed the 
opinion that it was a very bad system indeed for 
business transacted in Committee to become public 
property. The matter then dropped.” 


Dramatic society cancels show due to'insurmountable problems' 


LYME Regis Dramatic Society has had to cancel its 
production of "Murder on the Nile" at the last 
minute. 

The society's latest show was due to be performed 
at the MarineTheatrethis weekdueto"a number of 
insurmountable problems". 

A spokesperson for the society said: "It is the first 
time the society has had to make such a sad decision 
- sad for the director, cast and backstage workers, 
all of whom had put several months of hard work 
into this play, and sad for audiences who were look¬ 
ing forward to enjoying another Lyme drama pro¬ 


duction. 

"However, there were a number of insurmountable 
problems that were gradually coming to light as re¬ 
hearsals proceeded - any one of these could prob¬ 
ably have been overcome but all together they 
could not and would have ended with a production 
far below the group's usual standard of entertain¬ 
ment. Rather than have very dissatisfied audiences 
it was decided that the play should be cancelled. 

"The main aim of the society is to present drama 
on the Marine Theatre stage at as near a professional 
standard as possible. We are always conscious of the 


fact that our audiences are paying good money to 
be entertained by our productions and when the 
standard does not come up to the levels our audi¬ 
ences are used to then we are reluctant to take their 
money under false pretences. This has been a very 
difficult decision for the society to take but I am con¬ 
fident that it was the correct one in order to protect 
the ongoing reputation of Lyme Drama. 

"Please be assured, however, that October will 
bring Lyme Regis Dramatic Society's usual sparkling 
offering with J.B. Priestley's'When We Are Married'- 
a play with an excellent script and not beleaguered

Councillor Holman paid tribute to the 
other members of the council who were 
standing down, commenting “they 
have contributed an enormous lot” and 
encouraged the public to look at coun¬ 
cil minutes for specifics. 

“It’s very easy to criticise but how lit¬ 
tle people really appreciate what goes 
on,” she added. 

“I would like to thank Lorna Jenkin 
for all her work, particularly her work 
as chairman of Tourism & Economic 
Development, her IT and business 
management skills, and individual 
projects such as the library. Lorna has 
been a great asset to the town. 

“Mark Gage - an incredible business 
background; he has brought a great

deal of skill to this council and is a very 
good and sound leader for Strategy & 
Policy. We don’t always agree but we 
always have good debate. He will be 
sadly missed. 

“Chris Clipson and Terry O’Grady - 
before joining the council they spent a 
year coming to virtually every council 
meeting, taking note of procedure, see¬ 
ing how things worked and deciding 
where their expertise lay, and they’ve 
both been really good.

Councillor Holman did not mention 
Councillor George Symonds who is 
also standing down from the town 
council. 

Her tributes came after making her 


annual reports as mayor and chairman 
of the Human Resources Committee, in 
which she said the council had mod¬ 
ernised many of its financial, gover¬ 
nance and operational policies, making 
it a “truly 21st century council, a credit 
to the work of the council and staff’. 

She also spoke of a “busy and re¬ 
warding” civic year. 

She was followed by Councillor 
Mark Gage, chairman of the Strategy 
& Policy Committee, who commented: 
“I firmly believe and am proud to say 
we pass on to the next administration a 
much stronger council, able to manage 
a huge amount of public money.” 

He added that his four years on the 
council had been “interesting and test¬ 
ing” before blasting the View From 
Lyme Regis for its reporting on council 
business in recent years. 

In the absence of chairman Anita 
Williams, Councillor Terry O’Grady 
then gave a report on the Planning & 
Highways Committee, in which he said 
a highlight had been seeing plans fi¬ 


nally put forward for the former Three 
Cups Hotel, but the committee was still 
struggling to resolve traffic issues in 
the town. 

Councillor Chris Clipson, chairman 
of the Town Management Committee, 
praised the council’s outside workforce 
and spoke about main projects through¬ 
out the year, including the replacement 
of the church railings and plans to up¬ 
grade the Anning Road play park. 

Reporting on the Tourism & Eco¬ 
nomic Development Committee, 
Councillor Lorna Jenkin spoke on the 
town’s D-Day commemorations in 
June, the new tourism website and 
brochure. 

PC Kirsti Ball also gave a report, in 
which she said crime had reduced in 
many areas, before the meeting was 
opened to the audience. 

The main concerns of residents on the 
night revolved around traffic and park¬ 
ing issues.

search facility. 

The website has been designed by 
tourism technology experts NVG, 
guided by a working group of council¬ 
lors and officers from Lyme Regis Town 
Council. 

Deputy town clerk Mark Tredwin said: 
“We are very pleased with how the new 
website looks and works, and we feel it 
reflects the atmosphere and image of the 
town. 

“Lyme Regis is a busy, vibrant and 
friendly town which appeals to people of 
all ages and backgrounds, and we be¬ 
lieve this is portrayed through the web¬ 


site. 

“We hope visitors will find the site 
easy to navigate, informative, helpful in 
planning their visit, and most impor¬ 
tantly, effective in attracting them to 
Lyme Regis. 

“There are still some minor improve¬ 
ments being made as feedback is re¬ 
ceived and we would encourage 
everyone - visitors, residents and busi¬ 
ness - to have a look and see what they 
think.”

Charges introduced for Digital Lyme wi-fi 


A NEW subscriber version of the Digital Lyme wi-fi network 
has been launched by Lyme Regis DevelopmentTrust (LRDT). 

Network users will now have to pay a daily subscription 
charge of £2.50 to access services and internet along the 
seafront and beaches of Lyme Regis. LRDT hopes this sub¬ 
scription rate will prove attractive to visitors as the season ap¬ 
proaches. 

Although previous test versions of the wi-fi network have 
been free to use, the Digital Lyme project has always aimed 
to be self self-sustaining. Additionally, by showing that the 
network is capable of income generation and that demand 
for the service is high, LRDT hopes to secure significant fund¬ 
ing to develop the network further. 

Proposed areas of coverage that have already been identi¬ 
fied by local people as desirable include the Anning Road 
playing field and Coombe Street. 

Discussions on social media have suggested that local peo¬ 


ple would be supportive of the introduction of a £10 annual 
subscription fee.This would enable local people to access the 
network for less than three pence per day whilst the bulk of 
the income generation would remain dependent on the £2.50 
visitor targeted subscription. 

LRDT has in the last two weeks secured funding from Lyme 
Regis Town Council which will enable them to develop the 
system further and will shortly be introducing the annual sub¬ 
scription fee. 

Lisa Quick, project manager, said: "Thanks to the tremen¬ 
dous support from Lyme RegisTown Council the network will 
hopefully become a great asset for the locals in the town as 
well as beneficial for visitors." 

The development trust is welcoming feedback and commu¬ 
nity involvement on this project.

Owner of residential home says 
inspection system forced closure 



THE owner of Claron- 
dene Residential Home 
in Lyme Regis has said 
she has been forced to 
close down due to the 
“contradictory” inspec¬ 
tion system. 

Alison Curtis, who has 
been running the home 
for the past nine years, 
decided to close Claron- 
dene last week, with its 
seven residents now hav¬ 
ing found alternative ac¬ 
commodation in other 
local homes. 

She said the decision to 
close stemmed from the 
inspection system, adding that Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil’s inspections took a “completely different ap¬ 
proach” to that of the Care Quality Commission, 
resulting in financial difficulties. 

Alison said she always worked “bottom up”, look¬ 
ing at the needs of residents first and paperwork and 
administration after, which she said inspectors did not 
agree with. 

Dorset County Council took the decision not to 
place any further residents at Clarondene, meaning 
the home was unable to break even. 

Alison commented: “When I realised the severity of 
the situation with Dorset County Council I got a tem¬ 
porary manager and withdrew myself to work on a 
top down system. 

“They were pleased with that but I believe my way 
of care was best. A top down system in which people 
have to fit in is not the personal level of care that peo¬ 
ple need. 

“The average stay of my residents was 47.4 months 
when it was only expected to be 12 so I must have 
been doing something right. There is such a place for 


small residential homes in my opinion. Some people 
want hotel-style accommodation but some want to be 
able to do what they like and live how they want to 
live. 

“I don’t understand why thre are two completely 
separate inspection regimes. I have made good with 
the Care Quality Commission but the Dorset ap¬ 
proach is completely incompatible. 

“I have been closed down by the system but what 
have they achieved? I had seven residents who were 
very settled.” 

Alison said she did not want to end her career in 
care yet and hoped to go on to to get further qualifi¬ 
cations or set up an enterprise to support people in 
care homes. 

The residents of Clarondene held a farewell party 
before it closed down, including a sing-along, buffet 
supper and toasts. 

Dorset County Council were asked to comment on 
the matter but did not respond before going to press. 
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you!

W HEN the news came 
through mid-morning 
that only 10 candi¬ 
dates had put their names for¬ 
ward for election on Lyme 
Regis Town Council, no one 
could really believe it. 

There was a cluster of existing and 
ex-councillors at the Cancer Re¬ 
search UK Big Breakfast checking 
WDDC’s website on mobile phones 
expecting a contest with, perhaps, as 
many as 18 nominations. 

No one expected that the list would 
fall four short of the requisite num¬ 
ber -14. So in a way, those council¬ 
lors who had refused to say whether 
they were standing or not had the 
last laugh. 


There were rumours that a couple 
of the “Gang of Five” would be stand¬ 
ing down but I don’t think many 
thought that all five would chuck it 
in. 

Later that day, at the annual parish 
meeting, Mark Gage announced that 
he had made up his mind not to seek 
re-election 18 months ago because of 
the battering he was getting from 


this newspaper. He went on to assas¬ 
sinate my character, accusing us of 
being “racist” against incomers and 
running the council, a ridiculous ac¬ 
cusation. 

Fm not going to bother to defend 
my reputation. There were 40 pres¬ 
ent at the parish meeting and this 
column is read by 4,000 people. Un¬ 
fair advantage. I will leave my serv¬ 


ice to this town for others to judge. 

The criticism has also been aimed 
at us that the lack of candidates has 
been caused by the robust coverage 
of the council by the View From and 
that potential councillors did not 
want to expose themselves to such 
a level of examination. 

I think there is something in that 
but on the other side of the coin I am 
aware of a number of people who 
wanted to put up but decided not to 
do so because they did not wish to 
work with those councillors. 

Had those who did not seek re-elec¬ 
tion been honest about their inten¬ 
tions, I am sure there would have 
been a contest. 

There is one indisputable fact here 
that prompted our stance - the sen¬ 
ior members of this current council 


have presided over the two worst 
years in the history of the authority 
and its predecessor, Lyme Regis Bor¬ 
ough Council, with a litany of er¬ 
rors, falling out and reprimands 
from the town clerk about their be¬ 
haviour. Lyme Regis deserved bet¬ 
ter. 

But the new-look council will un¬ 
doubtedly face a tough few months. 
Whilst there is talk of reducing the 
number of councillors from 14 to 12, 
I understand they will be able to co¬ 
opt four new members after May 
7th. 

The first - and possibly the most 
difficult task for the new council, 
and certainly the most important - 
will be to rebuild the reputation of 
Lyme Regis Town Council. 

They will go some way to achiev¬ 
ing this is they treat each other and 
those who have gone before with re¬ 
spect. There will be arguments in 
the council chamber. Councillors 
wiU fall out. That is the nature of the 
job, but such disagreement does not 
have to descend into personal in¬ 
sults and immature behaviour. 

I think the town also expects its 
local councillors to support the civic 
traditions of this historic town and 
this has ben greatly lacking in re¬ 
cent years. 

My hope is that the 10 will soon be¬ 
come 14, or at least 12, and they 
make a determined effort to work to¬ 
gether to restore pride in Lyme 
Regis.

Water Babies make 
a splash in Bridport 


BABIES as young as just as 12 
weeks will soon be able to take 
part in multi-award winning 
swimming classes starting at 
Freshwater Beach Holiday Park 
in Burton Bradstock. The spe¬ 
cialist classes, designed to 
make the most of babies' natu¬ 
ral affinity with water, teach 
confidence and safety, using 
expert techniques that have 
been enjoyed by children from 
just two days old! 

Rowan Bradford has been 
running Water Babies classes 
across Devon and Somerset 
since 2012, after emerging 
from her first lesson with baby 
Caitlin and realising that her 
face was aching from smiling 
constantly for 30 minutes. 
Rowan knew she'd found 
something truly special -'sheer 
indulgent happiness' is how 
she describes it. "Why wouldn't 
everyone want to do it?" 

"We are so excited to offer 
even more local Water Babies 
and their parents the chance to 
bond and gain skills through 
swimming, when we start 


classes at Freshwater Beach Hol¬ 
iday Park in Burton Bradstock." 

While Water Babies lessons are 
fun for both parent and little 
one, the course also has an ex¬ 
tremely serious added benefit. 
"Worryingly, research we com¬ 
missioned this year revealed 
that 75% of parents are unaware 
drowning is the third highest 
cause of accidental death in chil¬ 
dren in the UK'' Rowan explains. 

"In most cases it's the shock of 
sudden submersion that 
causes children to panic. We 
passionately believe that by in¬ 
troducing babies to water as 
early as possible, they'll be less 
likely to experience fear if they 
do fall in. Our research also 
showed that the average age 
children start swimming les¬ 
sons is four, despite that fact 
they can start from birth. In 
fact, we've had pupils as young 
as just two days old." 

"With progressive training, ba¬ 
bies can be taught lifesaving 
skills very early on such as turn¬ 
ing onto their backs or, follow¬ 
ing a sudden submersion, 


swimming to the nearest solid 
object. In the last few years at 
least ten tiny Water Babies 
pupils have saved their own 
lives, five of whom were just two 
years old at the time. It's fantas¬ 
tic what vital skills children can 
learn, and it's so important that 
they do so as soon as possible."

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Vauxhall took the wraps off the new Corsa VXR 



BENEFITING from the significant revi¬ 
sions in technology, interior/exterior de¬ 
sign and chassis showcased in the 
recently launched New Corsa, the VXR is 
set to raise the bar for small, fast hatch¬ 
backs when it appears in UK showrooms 
in May. 

First launched in 2007, the Corsa VXR is 
now in its second generation. The origi¬ 
nal car spawned four special editions: 
VXRacing, VXR Artie, VXR Nurburgring 
and VXR Clubsport. UK sales exceed 
9,000 vehicles. 

Priced from £17,995 on-the-road, the 
Corsa VXR's list price has been rolled 
back by over £1,000 versus the outgoing 


model. It's also less expensive than key 
competitors including the Volkswagen 
Polo GTi, the Renault Sport Clio and the 
Ford Fiesta ST2. 

Customers can now buy a VXR Per¬ 
formance Pack for £2,400 which specs 
the Corsa VXR up to a Nurburgring/Club- 
sport equivalent, but for £2,000 less than 
the previous model. The pack features a 
motorsport-derived Drexler Limited Slip 
Differential (LSD), Brembo four-piston 
brakes and re-tuned Koni FSD system 
above the standard set up. 

Making it even more affordable, the 
Corsa VXR will be available on either zero 
per cent Flexible Finance or Flexible PCP 


with a £500 Vauxhall deposit contribu¬ 
tion. 

Powertrain 

Headline performance figures for the 
Corsa VXR are 0-60mph in 6.5 seconds 
and a top speed of 143mph - quicker 
than the outgoing car, but more impor¬ 
tantly the VXR produces its 245Nm of 
torque from lower revs (between 
l,900rpm - 5,800rpm, compared with 
2,250rpm - 5,500rpm for the outgoing 
Nurburgring and ClubSport models). 
This makes the VXR a potent performer 
between 50-75mph, which it can dis¬ 
patch in just 6.4 seconds in fifth gear. 

An overboost facility provides an addi¬ 
tional 35Nm of torque, ideal for swift and 
safe overtaking. Maximum power from 
its 1.6-litre turbocharged engine is 
205PS, while the Corsa VXR achieves 
37.7mpg on the combined cycle with 
C02 emissions of 174g/km. 

Development 

Vauxhall's powertrain engineers had to 
re-develop numerous components in 
the VXR's engine to achieve its impres¬ 
sive performance values. 

"We initially thought that the Nurbur¬ 
gring Edition of the Corsa VXR repre¬ 
sented the end of the line from a 
developmental point of view," said Vo I ker 
Strycek, Vauxhall/Opel's Director Per¬ 
formance Cars and Motorsport. 

"But the new Corsa VXR actually makes 


its predecessors look almost ordinary. 
Improved power delivery across the en¬ 
tire rev band, more power especially at 
low revs and moderate consumption for 
a car with this performance including 
compliance with Euro-6 emissions stan¬ 
dard make the Corsa VXR a benchmark 
in its class." 

Engineers constructed a completely 
new intake line leading to the tur¬ 
bocharger. A new intercooler is also 
used. New fuel injectors, controlled by 
the new engine management system, 
ensure an even finer and more precise 
delivery of fuel. This results in a notice¬ 
able improvement in responsiveness, es¬ 


pecially at low engine speeds, and opti¬ 
mised power output at higher engine 
speeds. 

The exhaust system is almost com¬ 
pletely new. Working with exhaust spe¬ 
cialists Remus, Vauxhall engineers 
developed a new exhaust manifold with 
an integrated turbocharger. 

They also sound engineered to Lex Fer¬ 
rari, a rule on pass-by-noise. An amend¬ 
ment in the European regulation allows 
performance cars over 190PS output 
and 102PS/ton to produce one extra 
decibel. The Corsa VXR twin-pipe ex¬ 
haust is exactly in line with legal pass-by- 
noise regulations.

New Legislation Causing 
Motorists To Fail MOT 


A FAULTYTyre Pressure Mon¬ 
itoring System (TPMS) is now 
an automatic MOT fail and is 
already catching motorists 
out - does your car have it 
and how do you know if it's 
working? 

Millions of cars in the UKare 
fitted with tyre pressure mon¬ 
itoring systems, or TPMS, 
which monitor the vehicle's 
tyre pressure and will alert 
the driver to over- or under¬ 
inflation. As of 1 January 
2015, a car displaying a TPMS 
fault when submitted for its 
MOT will result in a test fail¬ 
ure. 

To save you from a stressful 
situation when you MOT your 
car TyreSafe, the UK's tyre 
safety association, have pro¬ 
duced a simple video to help 
motorists understand the 
safety features of this tech¬ 
nology. 

"Although TPMS technology 
has been around for decades, 
its inclusion in new model ve¬ 
hicles has only been man¬ 
dated in Europe since 2012 
and on all new cars since 
2014. This led to a gradual in¬ 
troduction into the market 
over a period of years and 
with little or no fanfare to 
help educate motorists," 
noted Stuart Jackson, Chair¬ 
man of TyreSafe. "Our mem¬ 
bers have been telling us that 
they're encountering a lot of 
customers who either aren't 
aware of how these systems 
work (and need to be main¬ 
tained) or just see them as an 
expensive luxury rather than 
the crucial safety feature they 


are. 

"This is why we have pro¬ 
duced a video: to communi¬ 
cate the importance of TPMS 
and how to use it effectively," 
concluded Jackson. "They 
make sure drivers know their 
tyre pressure when it's most 
important - while they are 
driving." 

The TPMS video is one part 
of a wider TPMS campaign 
from TyreSafe, who have pro¬ 
duced a range of informa¬ 
tional products including 
leaflets and posters that can 
be found on the website. 

Manual checks 

While the benefits of TPMS 
are widely recognised, it is 
important that they are not 
seen as a re¬ 
placement for 
regular manual 
tyre safety 
checks. Pres¬ 
sures should be 
tested at least 
once a month 
or before any 
long Journey, 
when the tyres 
are cold using 
an accurate and 
reliable pres¬ 
sure gauge. 

When check¬ 
ing pressures, it 
is advisable to 
also give the 
rest of the tyre a 
thorough visual 
inspection as 
well as ensuring 
the tread is not 
excessively or 
unevenly worn. 


TPMS servicing 

To ensure yourTPMS system 
continues to operate prop¬ 
erly and reduce the likelihood 
of an MOT failure, it may be 
necessary to have the system 
serviced occasionally. TPMS 
sensors are designed to last 
for many years and miles, 
however, after a certain pe¬ 
riod, the sensor's internal bat¬ 
tery will run out meaning a 
replacement is needed. 

In addition, sensors can be¬ 
come faulty or fail completely 
as a result of weather dam¬ 
age, corrosion or accidental 
damage caused when chang¬ 
ing tyres. To ensure the sen¬ 
sor remains in good 
condition, many manufactur¬ 


ers recommend replacement 
of the valve cap and core 
components every time a 
tyre is changed. 

When replacement TPMS 
sensors are fitted to your ve¬ 
hicle, your tyre fitter may 
need to programme the new 
component to the car using 
specialist diagnostic equip¬ 
ment. If your TPMS sensor 
does develop a fault, under 
no circumstances should this 
be removed and replaced 
with a 'standard' non-TPMS 
type valve. Removing the 
sensor will not only reduce 
your safety on the road, it will 
also result in your car failing 
its MOT.
